The wen make no
apparent effort to stick together, and
some of the wowen spend most of
their  time gossiping about thelr
neighbors  This brand of co-opera-
tion and spirit s not what bullds

communities on & solld rock. We
should rearh out the glad hand to
the strangers when they come 1o

town, and we should folow the same
procedure when they leave town —
let them hnow we regard them as
fricnds and that we wish them well.
